On the first day o£ tliu picsent ses- 
sion Hon. Mr. Beaveti gave notice in 
the House of the following resolution : 

"This House is of opinion that Chineso 
should not ho employed upon the public 
wdiksiof c the;^]x>v&>ce, mid that ..a clauao 
should be inserted in the specifications of 
all contracts awarded, to tlio effect that 
contractors will not bo permitted to em- 
ploy Cliineso labour upon the work, and 
tliat in the event of their doing so the 
Government ^\ill not be responsible for 
payment of contract. " 

The resolution was adopted by the 
House with enthusiasm at its next sit- 
ting. On the same day the hon. At- 
to'mey-Gcneral mtroduced a Bill enti- 
tled an "Act to provide for the Better 
Collection of Taxes from Chineso," 
which Bill contains the following clause : 

"13. Every Chineso pei-son who neg- 
lects, refuses, or is unable to take out tlie 
■ said half-yearly license, ahull bo liable, at 
the instance of the Collector, to perform 
labour on public roaila and works in lieu 
thereof. Tlie cost of food, live per cent, 
of the wages of the overseer Iicreinafter 
mentioned, and five per cent, on tlio 
amount of the half-yearly licence for cost 
of wear and tear of tools, shall be added 
tcUie half-yearly sum of thirty dollars, 
arid shall be deemed to bo payable by every 
Chineso person porforniing such labour in 
addition to the amount of Ids half-yearly 
licence. A day's laboiu' duly performed 
shall bo equivalent to cents, and each 
Chineso person shall perform the work 
required of him continuously until an 
amount of work equivalent to the whole 
•um due by liim has' boon performed. On 
the completion of such amount of work 
as aforesaid, the overseer shall give to each 
Chineso person performing the same a 
licence for the half year, calculated from 
the time such Chineso porsou commenced 
to work, and such licence may bo in the 
form B in the schedule hereto." 

We want the intelligent reader to 
contrast the resolution with the clause 
arid answer if -whether in his oiilniou 
the latter, if passed, will not completely 
stultify the i-e.solution '? Both measures, 
be it remembered, sprang from the 
Government, and each is as diametri- 
cally opposed to the other as the poles 
are asunder. The one forbids tlie em- 
ployment of Chinese " upon the public 
works of the Province," and the other 
makes a Chinese tax defaulter liable 
" to perform labor on public roads and 
works in lieu of liis tax." It is the old 
statute labor system in another shape. 
Under that system a road-tax defaulter 
was allowed to work out his tax on the 
roads at so much per diem. Years ago 
the system was discontinued because of 
its manife.st injustice to the working 
classes, and at this late day the re- 
modeled Walkem Government revive it 
for the benefit of Cliineso immigrants. 
"We hope to see the Bill receive a more 
thorough sifthag and exposure at the 
hands of the Opposition than it has yet 
had. It should be torn to pieces on 
the floor of the Hou.se at the 
third reading, it being nothing 
more nor less than a piece of Govern- 
mental claptrap, intended to deceive 
the. working classes, and play into the 
hands of large employers of Chinese 
labor.

The Government have " dropped " 
'their insurance tax bill. Through the 
medium of The Colonist they discover- 
ed that it was unconstitutional. Let 
us see : A Ministerial salary is §3,000 
per annum. Three threes are nine — 
$9,000 paid to three Ministers to bring 
down constitutional measure.i. With- 
, in a week they have brought down two 
bills that are clearly unconstitutional. 
AVhen the clerk of a jirivato firm makes 
a blunder he is remon.strated with. 
Should he repoat^his Idundcr sufli- 
ciently often to show that ho 
is a chronic blunderer, no one 
need be told the fate that would 
befall him. Talleyrand said of a. certain 
political act of the French ministry, "It 
is worse than a crime — it is a blunder." 
Our Ministry are well ])aid for discharg- 
ing the . public business. If they do 
not know their duty they ought to. If 
they bring down ill-digfeted measures 
that even a la\ryer's clerk could tell 
"them are unconstitutional, should they 
not be made amenable to the same pun- 
ishment as the blunderuig clerks It 
should not have been left to a newspa- 
per to make public the fact that the 
insurance tax could not be collected, 
and the House certainly is entitled to 
an explanation. The utterance of the 
word "dropped" when tlie bill is called 
up is not satisfactory.

EUEOPE. 
EoME, Aug. 7. — It is stated in cleri- 
cal circles that Bismarck and the Papal 
Nuucio have arrived at an arrangement 
on the basis of amnesty for'all offences 
against the folk laws and re-establi.sh- 
ment of the Convention existing before 
the rupture. The Vatican will prompt- 
ly give a formal reply to these proirosi- 
tions. 

Vienna, Aug. 7. — Troops are ad- 
vancing on ;^Iaglaj amid continuous 
rains. A report has been received of 
two more sharp skirmishes on IMonday 
at Kosna and Gracanciiv, in both of 
which the insurgents were defeated and 
the Austrian loss was trifling. 

LoNDOX, Aug. 7. — At the Koyal 
yacht squadron regatta to-day the En- 
chantreris, an Ainerican schooner, came 
in first ; but the Formosa won by ' a 
time allowance. 

CoxsTANTiXOPLic, Aug. 7. — Impor- 
tant positions connected witli Varna 
will b(! delivered up to the Kus-sians 
next week,»but the removal of material 
from the fortress will reijuire two 
months. 

The llussians have addressed to the 
Porto a" friendly inquiry us tf) when it 
will surrender Batoum ; but the com- 
munication has as yet received no an- 
swer. 

Vienna, Aug. 7, — ^The cabmct is 
strongly urging tlio* Porte in view of 
the Bosnian and Iterzegoviiiian dillicul- 
tics to come immediately to a clear un 
derstanding about the position the 
Porte intends to assume. 

Vienna, Aug. G.— In the Hungarian 
elections three Government candidates 
have been defeated at Debuergin. Sev- 
eral leaders of the Ministerial party 
were rejected at places which had sup- 
ported the government for the past ten 
ycar.s. Even at Pesth the ojiposition 
gain considerably. The defections are 
the result of dissatisfaction of the Mag- 
yars with the government's Eastern 
policy. It is nevertheless believed that 
the government ^411 have a working 
majority. 

Berlin, Aug. G. — Last year's reven- 
ue of the German central exchequer was 
fifteen million marks below the esti- 
mate. All customs and excise sufl'ered 
from continued dejiressiou of trade. 
The deficit is covered by .savings from 
tlic French indemnity. The forthcom- 
ing meeting at Heidelberg of the Fi- 
nance Ministers of tho several (lermnn 
states is intended to pave tho way for 
an increase of revenue. Discussions 
will cover the subject of excise and kin- 
dred topica Herr Hobrecht, Prussian 
minister of finance, is said to have de- 
vised a plan for tho rapid increase of 
revenue. 

Viknna, Aug. G. — It is said Gen. 
Philappovich has reached Maglai and 
intends to make a signal- example of 
the ii\surgents. Tlie Austrian com- 
manders have been ordered to resort to 
the utmost severity.

London. Aug. 4. — During the cere- 
mony at Guildhall on Saturday of pre- 
senting the freedom of the city to 
Lords Beaconsfield and Salisbury, 
considerable \f sensation was crcatcid 
by a person who, on the appearance of 
tlio pleniijotcntiarios, shouted "Traitors 
to tho constitution!" The disturber was 
immediately ejected. In his speech at 
at the ^Mansion House banquet Lord 
Beacons^eld said he felt confident her 
majesty's ministers had not only main- 
tained the interests of their own 
countiy, but had secured tlie independ- 
ence of Europe. He drew a sanguine 
picture of prosjiects from tho Anglo- 
Turkish convention. His lord.shi]) said 
that never, within his experience, hud 
relations been so friendly. Bussian 
statesmen were convinced that restless 
warlike spirits must debase and perhaps 
even ruin that empire. The ostrango- 
nient of Prance he should regard as one 
of tho greatest misfortunes which could 
happen to England. 

Salisbury also made a speech indicat- 
ing that the Govemment had resolved 
to fully avail itself of the right of inter- 
ference in favor of good government 
aflforded by tho Anglo-Turkisli conven- 
tion. 

The wlieat ship Kate Kilocli, from 
San Francisco for Liveqiool, was aband- 
oned at sea. 

London, Aug. 5. — A rumored seri- 
ous unpleasantness has arisen between 
the Italian and Austrian consuls in 
Bosnia, in consequence, of suspected 
connivance of the fornier in tlie ;igita- 
tion against Austria.

• Several clauses passed witliout debato, 
•but a discussion arose on clause 13 which

Mr. E. Brown asked the leader of the 
Government if a clause would bo inserted 
in the bill to prevent its coiuinj,' into oper- 
ation until after the expiration of tlio 
present Qshing season. If such a provision 
were not made he had it on the best of 
information and know from liia own ex- 
perience that the Apt would result in th« 
closing of tlio canneries on Eraser Bivor 
(Hear, hear.) 

Hon. Mr. "NValkom said it was the in- 
tontiou of the Government to insert ;v 
clause at the end of the bill which would 
meet with the approval of the hon. mem- 
ber for New Westminister city. With 
reference to the value of a day's Idbor 
performed by a Chinaman he thought DO 
cents might be considered an equivalent. 

Mr. Mara said that if a Chiiiaumn's 
labor were valued at 50c. per day and ho 
had to pay in certain portions of the Prov- 
ince^ $1.60 .per day for his food and 6 per 
.cent: of the wages of the pveraoor, and 5 
per cent, of his lice'iiso for cost of wear 
and tear of tools, the Chiiianian at the 
end of his day's work woidd llnd himself 
in debt to the Government and would con- 
sequently become a slave for life, (Hear, 
hear.) The clause was further evidence 
Of ■ the ' sHpshod manner in which the 
measure had been dra^vn up. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom said the Govern- 
ment desired the assistance, not the sneers 
of the Opposition.

Mr. E. Brown — Before you fix his 
wages it must bo apparent that it is desir- 
able to fix the cost of his board. 

Mr. Bennett pointed out that the cost 
of board would vary considerably in the 
different localities in which the prisoner 
was confined. 

Mr. Smitho protested against the motion 
and said that in several instances the 
board would come to more than the pro- 
posed value of the Chinaman's labor.

Clause 15, providing for extra imprison- 
ment in the event of a Chinese jierson re- 
r fusing to perform the labor allotted to 
him, was amended so as to render the ex- 
tra term of" imprisonment irif/i hard labor. 

Clause IG, authorizing the appointment 
of overseers, passed. 

Clause 17, instructing the toll collectm-s 
at Yale and Telegraph Creek, Cassiar, to 
^ydemand licenses from Chinamen previous 
to permitting them* to pass though the 

■ tollgates either way, also pa.ssed. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved tho insertion 
of an additional clause to render the Act 
inoperative until tho expiration of one 
Tinonth after its being passed, 
o 'Mr. E. Broivn said the time nioritionod 
wm' altogether, inadequate. Sufficient 
• time should be granted to allow tho fish- 
eries to complete the present scftson's 
work under existing arrantjemcnts. Tlio 
proprietors might then be in a better po- 
sition to comply with tho Act next year. 
He was as desirous as anybody to see 
Chinese immigration restricted, but lie 
did not wish to see the fishing industries 
crippled by the Act, which they would bo 
if it came in force at the date proposed. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said it would bo 
fully three months before the Act came 
into operation. 

Mr. Cowan — Then why not suspend it 
for throe months, so as not to interfere 
witli the fisheries this season? (Hear, hear. ) 

Mr. McGillivray said it was a most seri- 
ous matter to the proprietors of the can- 
neries who had not expected the passage 
of any sucli Act. It would prove iiistru- 
montal in causing a disturbance amongst 
the Chinamen, who might break off in the 
middle of a run and put tlio proprietors 
to great expense and inconvenience (hear, 
hear). 

Mr. J. W. Williama said the. .bill ought 
to come into force immediately it was as- 
sented to. The postponement proposed 
by tlie Opposition was intended to secure 
its disallowance at Ottawa. 

Mr. E. Brown said such was not the 
case and that the remark came with very 
bad grace from the hon. member. 

Mr. Harris thought so too. Neither he 
nor his colleagues had been elected to give 
tho Government a factious opposition. 
Tiieir desire ,was; to leg^islato in the true 
interests of their constituents and to deal 
- with tho business of the House in a prac- 
tical manner. (Applause.) 

■ Mr. AVilaon thought there was a great 
deal of forco'in what tho Now Westmin- 
ster members had said. The Act would, 
if it came into immediate operation, be lit- 
erally sprung on the canneries and would 
result most disastrously to a large number 
of white hands in tho event of a strike 
amongst the Chinamen. He wo\ild there- 
fore move that the fisheries of the Pro- 
vince 'be exempted from tho operation of 
■tho'Aot' uritil-lst November, 1878. 

Mr. McGillivray approved of tho mo- 
tion, which was then put and carried. 

ClauBca were amended so as to make it 
compulsory for cvciy Chinese to take out 
a license of $10 for every three months, 
instead of one for every six months. 
--'The committee then roso and reported 
the-bill complete with amendments. Or- 
dered^ that the bill be read a tliird time on 
Monday next.

Mr. Smitho said tho motion would bo 
irregular until the Housj had agreed to 
grant a supply to Her Majesty. 

After a brief discussion . the motion 
passed. 

CARIBOO WAGON EGAD TOLLS. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved the second 
reading of tho Cariboo Wagon Road Tolls 
Amendment Bill. He said the rosidonts 
of Okanagan district had had the benefit 
of a lar''o portion of tho road for some 
time without paying any thing for it, so no 
complaint could bo made in that quarter 
aa t« tho proposed change. Individually 
he was opposed to placing tolls on roada 
which woro built for tho use and benefit 
of tho whole country; lastrseuioni how- 
ever, tho gcntlomon who then occupied 
tho troasurj' benches had imposed a dis- 
criminative tax. Tho removal of tho toll 
gate aa proposed by tho bill would bring 
in additional rovcnuo and would provide 
a Bum for keeping tho road in repair. 

Mr. Mara said he was opposed to tho 
bill. Two years ago the leader of tho 
Government had said ho was opposed to 
taxing tho main trunk road aa it waa of 
a provincial character; but it had boon 
found necessary to impose new taxatio# 
to pay previously incurred debts and ho 
(Mr. M. ) bad favored the unposition of 
one-half a cent per pound at Clinton and 
one-half a cent at Yale. He considered 
tho proposed change unfair, more espec- 
ially in faco of tho fact that tho city of 
Victoria would shortly bo relieved of a 
groat portion of hor fair share of taxation; 
but tho taxes for Yalo were to bo doubled, 
which ho must confess was moat unjust. 
Why should those living at tho lower end 
of tho road pay as much for tho use of tho 
road as those residing at tho extreme end 
of it. Aa ho did not wish to waste tho 
timu of tho House ho would simply move 
tho following amendment: 

That tho bill be not now read a second tiino 
but that it bo referred to a aolect conuuit- 
teo with inatruotions to inquire into the 
whole circumatanccs connected with the 
collection of tlio Cariboo road tolls and to 
frame a auitablp mo.vsuro and report the 
same to tho House. 

Hon. Provincial Socio tary— Oh ! oh ! 

Mr. Mara — ^The hon. gentleman says' 
oh ! oh ! but that is only another evidence 
of tho inconsistency of hia political career. 
The opiniona he holds when working with 
one party are allowed to go to tho winds; 
to servo tho purpose of tho hour 
now ho entertains views diametrically op- 
posite to those previously announced by 
him. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys denied that he 
had said oh ! oh ! (l''*»S''tor) and added 
that he had all along been of opinion that 
tho toll should bo collected at one place 
and at one placo only — that place being 
Yalo. Ho had never cast a vote in favor 
of collecting tho toll at two places. 

Mr. Mara referred tho hon. gentleman 
to tho votes and procoodinga of the House 
and the publiahed roporta of tho daily 
papers to convince him that he liad. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys — Oh ! in that in- 
stance it waa a strict party vote. 

Sir. Mar.i — It shows inconsistency. Tlio 
people of Yalo wore quite willing to pay 
their fair share of tho toll, but they en- 
tered a protest againat contributing aa 
much for the repairs of 20 or 30 railea of 
tho road ns thoap who used its entiro 
length. 

sir. Evana replied in support of tho 
bill and characterized it aa a voiy fair 
meaauro. Ho denied that he or his col- 
league, the Attorney-General, had pledged 
themaolvoa to lift the tolls from the road. 

Mr. Vernon said that altliough it liad 
not been asserted that the countiy ia 
heavily taxed, it waa desirable to aacertain 
whether any one diatrict paid an »unfair 
share of taxation. The last hon. member's 
figures were quite astray and ho should 
remember that if a largo sum of money 
had been expended in keeping tho lower 
portion of the road in repair, that oxpon- 
dituro had been neceaaitated in order that 
freight might reach Cariboo in safety. Tho 
inquiry the opposition asked for could do 
no harm. Yale alrea4y contributed per 
capita more to tho general revenue than 
any other diatrict ; Victoria c.inie next and 
Cariboo next. Ho did not think there waa 
anything unreaaonable in the amendment, 
for a report could ho compiled in two 
days and it could, bo ascertained as near aa 
may be the proportipn in which each dis- 
trict contributed to the revenue of tlie 
couutrj'. Tho desire of tho Government 
could only bo to do tliat which ia right, 
tlien why should they object to sencUng 
the bill to a select committee in oredr that 
the question mightbe thoroughly ventilat- 
ed and a fair moaaure drafted! 

Mr. Bennett said that on the (aco of it, 
without going into figures, it was unfair 
that a toll of the nature proposed should 
be collected at one end of the road, there- 
by compelling reaidonta who used only a 
small portion of tho highway to pay a 
like tax to thoao wlio used hundreds of 
miles of it. Tho people of tho diatrict he 
represented already paid more than their 
share of taxation and ho thought it only 
right that tho bill before tho House should 
be relegated to a aelcct committee in order 
that it might bo determined whether it is 
desirable to collect the road toll at more 
than ono placo on tho road. He would 
therefore heartily support the amend- 
ment. (Hear.) 

Mr. W. M. Broini spoke in favor of 
the bill and said he would support it be- 
lioying that Yalo is tho proper placo to col- 
lect tho whole toll. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys replied to tho 
remarks of the members for Yale and said 
that there was no necessity for referring 
the bill to a select oominitteo aa the cir- 
cumstances in connection with tho road 
toll were thoroughly understood. He 
accused tho senior member for Yalo of 
acting from personal motiYes, being aware 
that the coUection of the entiro tax at 
Yalo would take'out of his pocket an ad- 
ditional half-cent per lb. on all the goods 
he shipped to the Mainland. He (Mr. H.) 
contended that it was not right that Cari- 
boo should be called on to paj' one cent 
per lb. on goods whilst Yalo and tho lower 
country paid one-half a cent per lb. The 
bill would not relievo Cariboo from any 
obligation but would place her on an equal 
and fair footing with tho lower Mainland. 
Unless tho wliolo toll were collected at 
Yalo the wagon road must of necessity 
fall into disuBo, on account of tho inextri- 
cable confuijion in which tho late finance 
minister kept hia accounts and on account 
of tho exchequer being left by him in a 
deplete condition. 

Hon. Sir. Sniithe said ho was aware that 
tho late Ministry had at first intended to 
collect tho tax of 1 cent per lb. entirely at 
Yale ; but on mature consideration, and 
after licaring the argument of Mainland 
members, tho then Government had come 
to the conclusion that such a course would 
be unjust and that it would bo proper to 
placo ono toll-gate at Yalo and ona at 
Clinton, a cent per lb. being payable at 
each place. The only argument at the 
time of any weight against &'at determina- 
tion was the extra cost of collection that 
would be caused. This, however, had 
been abnost overcome by tho cost at Clin- 
ton being reduced to tho lowest possible 
figure. Tho hon. Provincial Secretary, 
who now argued so strongly in favor of 
this bill, soomod to forget that when he 
'waa ft member of the lat^ Goyefwoent he 



was just aa loud, if not louder, in hia sup- 
port of tho bill introduced by Mr. Elliott. 
How could he lay claim then to con- 
aistency ? It seemed to him that no sup- 
porter of the Government had attempted 
to reply to the .argument of tho senior 
member for Yalo, but it must bo apparent 
that it would be most unfair to charge 
residents who used only a few miles of a 
road as much aa thoao who uae hundreds 
of miles of it. Tho hon. gentlouian then 
instanced tho maimer in which toll roada 
are maintained in England and pointed 
out that there wore always a numbor of 
toll gates and that tho toll was not collect- 
ed exclusively at ono end. He ridicoiled 
tho assertion made by tho Provincial Sec- 
retaiy to the efl'oct that the miners of 
Cariboo paid a licenao for tho privilege of 
laboring ; that was not the case. They 
paid for the privilege of taking gold from 
the hills — gold that could never bo re- 
turned. Last session tho member for 
Cariboo (Mr. Evana) had vehemently op- 
psaed tho road tolls in Mo ; that waa when 
he was in opposition. But now ho was 
a supporter of tho Govornment ho wanted 
to impose a tax of 1 cont per lb. along tho 
entiro length of the road. Ho waa aston- 
ished th.at he (!Mr. Evans) did not intro- 
duce a bill to abolish the road tolls alto- 
gether. Ho would, liowovor, congratulate 
him on Ids conversion to thff principle 
that tho Cariboo road should be maintain- 
ed as nearly as possible by a toll system. 

Mr. Evans said if tliis waa intended for 
a joke, all right; but ho would not. allow 
the hon. gontleman to ntato that lio waa 
in favor of a road tax. 

Mr. Smitho — Tho hon. gentlouian had 
said ho intended tp support tho second 
reading of thia bill, which waa intended to 
impose a toll of one cent a pound, and ho 
could not therefore get out of the po.sition 
that ho endorsed tho toll. It waa how- 
ever wonderful how people could chango 
their views upon a chango of aides. Tho 
people of Cariboo were largely bonofittud 
by this road and ho thought it wrong that 
the people of Yalo should pay aa'much as 
the peoplo of Lillooet when they have 
the uae of only one-third of the road; 
and Lillooetites .should not pay as muchaa 
Caribooite.s who have the use of the en- 
tire road. Ho was in favor of making 
another toUgato, say at Quoanol bridge. 
The amendment to rpf er tliis bill to a se- 
lect committee ho entirely' agreed with. 
It would simply have tho ofibot of giving 
right and ju.stico a chance of being fairly 
considered (hoar, hear). 

Hon. Mr. Wallcem said this amend- 
ment was the usual way of killing a bill, 
and aa thia matter was so well understood 
ho really could not see tho use of refeiT- 
ing it to a aolect comniitteo. As for 
charges of his having mi.slod hia constitu- 
ents, ho had tinio after time 'tolil them 
that tho road tolls could never bo taken 
oft' as long as thoHeni.so was aa at preaent 
conatituted. He considered plaoing tho 
toll at Yalo an exceedingly fair proposi- 
tion though at tho same time ho strongly 
objected to a toll at all; hut the Govern- 
ment were not in a position to repeal tho 
Act yet. 

The aniendmont was then put and lost 
loat on a division by 10 to ". 

Tho bill waa then committed with Mr. 
J. W. Williams in tho Chair. 

Clause 1 paased. 

Clause 2— 

Mr. Wilson thought it might bo vroll to 
tax .all stages, w.agons, cattle and produce 
of all kinda in order that Yale ahould pay 
its propoc shiu-o to the revenue of the 
Province, as at^present it pays a more no- 
thing. 

Mr. Smithe said he could not say he waa 
astonished at tho views tho hon. gentle- 
man h.ad just given oxprcsaion to. It had 
long been patent to him (Jlr. Smithe) 
that tlie member for Victoria was some- 
thing like what he himself had often said 
of Mr, Mackenzie, that he was incapable 
of taking a broad view of the railway (jues- 
tion, in fact that he could not aeo boyond 
tho Province of Ontario. If that wore 
true of tho Dominion Premier, (and lie 
Mr. Sniithe would not s.iy it was not) then 
it was equally true of Mr. Wilson, that he 
could not see boyond Victoria. Ho evi- 
dently had no idea of tho nccoaaity of pro- 
tecting home industry when it had refer- 
once to agricultural produce. Ho did not 
realize that tho very life and soul of tlic 
country depended upon the welfare of its 
agricultural interest. (Hear.) Yalo, upon 
tho industry of whose people Mr. Wilson 
would like to iniijo.so a tax that would 
have tho effect of driving them out of tho 
country, waa of far greater importance 
th.in the City of Victoria, jf the lion, gon- 
tleman only knew it. Victoria might 
bo deatroyed to-morrow and next 
day another city would take ita placo 
so long aa tho country districts remained; 
but destroy tlio districts and Victoria 
would soon ceaao to be. "(Hear, hear,) Mr. 
Wilson, ho thought, in his limited vision 
had not considered the ellbct upon his own 
conatituonta a toll of ono cent upon cattle 
would have. It would simply cauao oither 
the increase in price of butcliors' moat or 
a return to the old condition of things 
when a gre.at portion of Victoria beef waa 
imported from Washington Territory and 
Oregon. He regi'otted that tho evidoncea 
were so atrong that tho government of tho 
countiy waa to bo controlled by ono who 
w.aatoo incompetent to understand the first 
principlea of political economy and who 
was constantly prepared to sacrifloo tho 
best intcresta of the country to the City 
of Victoria. . 

Mr. WHaon said ho umloratood all this. 
The object of this ta.x was to make up for 
the doflcioncy caused by the late finance 
minister who lost some 1^0,000 on tho 
§750,000 loan and had loft tho treasury 
empty. 

Mr. Vernon said tho discussioi; was en- 
tirely out of order. Clause 1 had been 
p.asaed and no amendment ofibred by Mr. 
Wilaon. He would inform him that all 
amendments of the kind proposed must 
bo introduced by the Government. Ho 
would al.so remind the hon. gentleman 
that yoaterday he had called him to order 
on a very frivolous question which lie 
considered came with very bad grace from 
so young a member .of the Houso and 
from ono who know so little about the 
rulea of order. 

The coiumittoo tlion ro.se and tho hill 
passed ita third and final reading. 

MXJNIf;irAL AND LICENSES ACTS AMENDMENT 
DILL. 

Hon. Mr. Boaven, in moving tho second 
reading of this .bill, said it was not a no w 
bill, but one ^ which had really boon in 
force in former years with tho exception 
of the tax on lawyers. The present Gov- 
ernniciit had strongly objected to the 
change iii 1370, but thoy now proposed to 
bring tho city back to the state it was in 
in 1873. Tho police and police magistrates 
were to bo appointed by and under the 
orders of tho Municip.al Council, or the 
peoplo who paid them. 

Sir. Smitho said it might appear atrango 
that, after the pledge given by liim at tho 
opening of the session not to unnecessarily 
oppose the Government in their meaaurea, 
it ahould prove that almost every bill so 
far introduced had mot with opposition. 
Tho reason was that the present Govern- 
ment were introducing a soriea of meaaurea 
to repeal acta brought in by their prede- 
cessors, and as on this side of the House 
they could not change their opinions and 



principles on a change of aides with so 
much ease .and readiness .as had been 
shown could bo done by Govemmout sup- 
portei-3, it bocauio necesfflay^J.tp^defend 
principles advocated by him on former oc- 
casions. He w;is astonished that Mr. 
Beavon ahould have failed to furnish any 
reason for tho change contemplated in the 
bilL Ho had not even attempted to ex- 
plain why tho Government had framed 
the meaauro. Ho said it was natui-al 
enough perhaps that the members for Vic- 
toria should endeavor to please thoir con- 
stituents even at tho expense of sound 
principle, and it was just possible that 
their judgments, unknown to themselves, 
woro somewhat warped by a desire to win 
popularity with tho electors. Aa an out- 
sider, representing a constituency having 
no direct interest m the question, ho was 
in a position to form an unbiased opinion 
upon the subject, and lie must a.ay he did 
not consider that it would be right, or in 
the interest of justice or good govern- 
ment that the appointment of tho Victoria 
Police Magiatrato should bo placed in the 
hands of tlio Council. It w.aa a step in tho 
direction of tho American ayatoni of elect- 
ing judges whioh'-he thought no member 
of tho House would support. It was 
bringing tho judge too near to people who 
might, and no doubt would, bo made to 
appear before him, and, who, to resent 
tho judgment p.isaod upon them, might 
pledge the councillor asking their sufl'rages 
to remove the judge who had punished 
them. Tlie conduct "of municipal busi- 
ness lately had not been such aa to create 
confidence in the ability of the councillors 
to use to advantage any moro power than 
thoy now po3;;ess, and as for Mr. Boaven 
claiming tlic appointment as a right he 
maintained that the legialaturo was prima- 
rily resi)oiisiblo for tho gobd government of 
tho whole country, including Victoria, iind 
if in tho oi>inion of this House tho ends of 
justice will be bettor conserved by retain- 
ing control of thi.s appointment it would 
1)0 «Ti)ng to let it slip out of its hands by 
tho passage of thia bill. The fundamental 
principle of municipal government ia, that 
thoy have nothing .ia of right. Thoy have 
nothing but what ia conferred upon thoni 
Viy thin Legislature. The revenues of the 
city have boon preseuted to it for its use 
on certain conditions and for certain con- 
siderations, and ono of the considerationa 
is that they maintain a police force and a 
police magistrate. TIio right, therefore, 
spoken of by Mr. Boaven is .lU absurdity, 
and he could not think it desirahlo to 
modify in tho least tho conditions upon 
which the city taxes have been placed at 
tho disposal of the Council. Abovo .all ho 
did not believe in tampering with an 
established institution connected with the 
adininiatration of justice. (Hear, hear.) 

Sir. Williams said that up to tho l.aat 
election (1875) thia power was in tho 
handa of the Council, ani.1 ho considered 
that tlio Council was compo.aed of men 
wlio were quite as capable of appointing a 
magistrate as th'e backwbodsman ' from 
Cowichan. 

Sir. Mara lioro rose and hoped the 
Speaker would remind the hon. gentleman 
tliat it was not in order to call lion, gen- 
tlemen In this Houso backwoodsmen. 

Mr. Druramond — It's"an lionor, an hon- 
or, sir. 

Mr. .Wilson said he did not consider 
any harm was dono by calling a member a 
backwoodanian unless he iiroferred to be 
called a frontwoodsman. 

Mr. Mara n.aid it had alw.iyn been tho 
custom in tho House to spoak of mem- 
bora as tho hon. Mr. ao-and-BO, or tho 
member for aucli-and-such a district be- 
fore the laat two speakers wore members 
and ho certainly thought it would bo well 
to continuo that practice, unless thoae 
hon. gentlemen intended to bring in an 
Act to chango thia and establish the kind 
of debate customary with certain membera 
of tho Municipal Council. 

Mr. Smitho said he regretted hia hon. 
friend had upoken on tho subject, as he 
thought it would bo well to allow tho 
hon. • gentleman to proceed so tliat he 
could show the House the kind of argu- 
ment used to aupport this and other bills 
by inenibcrs representing tho enlightened 
city of Victoria. 

Mr. Drunimond aaid ho believed that 
this power had boon taken from tho Coun- 
cil through his own acta which ho waa 
sorry for Ho would like to know what 
right tho hon. gentleman from Cowichan 
had to apeak of hia conscience; conaciencc 
forsooth, when ho endeavored to take 
away from a corporation what properly 
belonged to them. Aa for tho Council 
not being w'orthy of this, ho certainly 
thought thoy woro capable men; as for 
instance tho present IMaj'or, who was one 
of the country's oldest aottlers, an intel- 
ligent gentleman and ono who had ruled 
tho Hudson Bay Co. for years and had 
been ruling it before he (Mr. Drummoiul) 
was born. (Cries of "Oh, no!" and laugh- 
ter.) He thought ho \Yas a good man for 
Mayor, though there waa a deadlock in 
Council at the preaent wliicli lie thought 
the Mayor might have avoided if ho had 
had any tact (laughter). If the Council 
are to p.ay for their police magistrate and 
police ho certainly thought thoy should 
have aomo say in their appointment and 
ho trusted the House would recognise 
this. . • 

Mr. Evans spoke in favor of tho bill, 
which lie conaidered should always have 
been in force, 

Mr. Mara said two years ainco ho had 
taken an active part in this question be- 
cause he waa a believer in self-govern- 
ment. The city of Victoria waa the only 
city that conld be oiToctod by tliis chango ; 
thoy had tried it, and when they send 
four mombovs to tho Houso to got tlic 
bill repealed he could not object to it, 
and would vote for tho bill. 

Mr. Bennett considered it would be 
most detrimcnt.al to the interests of justice 
if the police magistrate was to bo apjjoint- 
od ancl dismissed at any timo by tho coun- 
cil, ho conaidered ho should bo an entirely 
free agent and not bound to please so 
many mastcra or leave. (Hear, hear.) Ho 
did not appreciate the remarks of Mr. 
Drumniond .about the saving of money in 
connection with tho proposed chango. It 
might he truo enough that tho present in- 
cumbent was paid 8150 a month and waa 
not occupied moro than a short timo each 
day;- what of that? W.as it desirable to 
employ another for no better reason than 
that yon can got him cheaper 1 Ho had 
no doubt a gontleman or at least a man 
might be got for half tlio money, po.ssibly 
for a dollar a day, to occupy the position, 
but ho considered it important above all 
thinga that a magistrate ahould have a 
certain aocial standing and a legal train- 
ing. Ho would oppose the Bill. (Hear.) 

The bill wiia then road a aocond time 
and ordered to bo committed to-morrow. 

The House then adjourned till two p.m. 
to-raorrov.

Mr. Mills appeared for the prosecution 
and Mr. P. Smith for tho defence. 

Mr. ilills objected to His Honor hear- 
ii:g thia caso alone, in that the Act atated 
it must bo heard before either a Stipen- 
diary Magiatrato or two Justices of tho 
Peace, and that tho Police Magistrate waa 
not a Stipendiary Magistrate. 

His Honor said ho considered tho ob- 
jection raised to bo good. 

Mr. A. McLean then took hia seat by 
Ilia Honor'a side. 

W. J. Wales, a farmer, aaid on the 23d 
Juno last in Lake District he saw a deer 
running along the bonk; saw the defend- 
ant there;' h'o was standing by a tree with 
a rifle or a gun in his hand ; saw ono dog 
beaidos hia own; aaw a dog or hound on 
tho beach; about three-quartora of an 
hour afterwards saw aomo Indians with a 
deer; saw Trohart several timca during 
the (lay, and at ono time saw Measrs. La- 
bell, Simpson, Steinbeiger and Wilkinson 
with hhn; aaw tho defendant ■ pack the 
doer, but did not know who killed it; 
lieard no shots fired and could not say how 
the doer w.aa killed; did not see any dogs 
with Jleaars. Simjison, Label!, Stoinber- 
ger and Wilkinson; waa about 48 yards 
from tho defendant when ho first aaw 
him. 

A. Grieves, being sworn, said ho rocol- 
lected 23d J>ine last ; s])ont part of tho 
day on the beach with ]Mr. \Valos; saw a 
doer dead on the beach; tho doer was 
brought there by ono or two Indians in a 
canoe; could not tell how it had been kill- 
ed; could not romenibor wliotlier tho deer 
was wot or dry; defendant waa in tho 
canoo with the Indiana; thought tho door 
belonged to tho Indians because lie saw 
Treliart pay the Indians; saw the defend- 
ant and Wilkinson on the beach; thoy 
were also in the canoo with tho Indians; 
could not awoar what Trtjhart paid the In- 
diana for. 

R. W. Wilkinson aaid on the 23d July 
ho was with Trohart near Elk Lake; saw 
Trohart help to pack a deer; aaw him in a 
canoo from Cadboro Bay direction; saw 
the Indians put out after tho dcor into 
tho water; witness .and defendiint were 
hunting the deer and drove it into the 
water; did not hear anyone shoot; tlio In- 
dians killed tho doer. 

His Honor said it was quite clear that 
tlio defendant had been in possession of 
thia deer, but aa to whether he killed it 
or bought it was uncertain. Ho quite be- 
lieved tho liist witness when he said they 
were out liiinting, and it was evident that 
the dofir in question was hunted and by 
the dcrendant and the l.ast witneaa. 

Hia brother justice of tho peace quite 
agreed with him that tho caso had been 
fully proven, but they would reserve 
judgment till after tho hearing of tho 
aocond caso. 

0. Trohart, charged -n-ith hunting a deer 
on or about 23d Juno l.aat, pleaded guilty. 

His Honor then imposed a penalty of 
§10 fino for the last ollence and costs, and 
§25 fino and costs for tho first ollence. 

Tho ch.arges against Messrs. Simpson, 
Label), Wilkinson and Stoinbcrger were 
withdrrwn. 

William Marwick, on remand, charged 
with ill-treating tho horse Top Gallant. 

Mr. Hett .appeared for tho prosecution 
and Jlr. E. Smith for tho defence. 

Mr. Andor.?on testified to having aeon 
tho horao Top Gallant on Sunday, .about 
three weeks ago, on tho SSanich road ; 
defendant was driving him in a bu^; 
tho horse looked as if he had been over- 
driven and could hardly go at .all ; ho waa 
covered with dry aweat ; thoro were marka 
of tho whip on the horse's aide ; d' " 
aee tho priaoncr uso tho whip, 

R. Irvine, being sworn, said he knW 
the horse Top Gallant ; saw liim a we^ 
ago last Sunday on the Cedar Hill road\ 
a lady, !Miss Soabert, was driving the 
horse ; tiio defendant w.as also in the 
biigg}' ; the horae appeared to bo very tired 
or very stubborn and the prisoner uaed the 
whip to him ; after ho h.ad been struck 
two or three times tho horso went on; 
there waa dry sweat on the horso. 

Peter Rouse testified to seeing tho horse 
Top G.all.ant at Jlr. Conley's houso about 
10 a.m. last Sunday week ; saw Marwick 
and JIr.-i. Conloy .->tart, the former driving ; 
he was going at a reasonable rate ; next 
saw the horse at the Four-rmile houso ; the 
prisoner itas then standing alongside the 
horao ; witncas drove on towarda Paraon a 
bridge, tho prisoner overtaking him on the 
road ; did not see tho prisoner use the 
w^iip to tho horso at all ; both drove on 
towards Peatt's ; did not- see the prisoner 
again till between 1 and 2 p.m. ; at tluat 
timo tho horao did not show any signs of 
being over-driven ; tho prisoner loft 
Parson's bridge for town immediately after 
witness, but did not pass him ; tlioy sopa 
rated by the road leading to Doadman'; 
river ; long before defendant overtool 
Avitncss on the way to Parson's bridge 
witness noticed that the horso was roaring. 

After lengthy evidence had been 
heard which occupied tho attention of tho 
Court for tho whole afternoon Hia Honor 
fined the defendant §10 .and ordered him 
to pay costs and oxpensoa, the whole 
amountingjio about §50. I'lio scientific 
evidence of Mr. Tilbury, votorinary sur- 
geon, ])roved of great v.aluo, and the accu- 
racy of his judgment was shown in the 
following remarkable manner. Directly 
ho had seen tlie animal he stated that it 
could not live 30 minutes and within 20 
minutea it waa dead.

A Landmark Removed. — Tho build- 
ings at tho N. W. corner of Yatea street 
and Oriental Alley are being pulled down 
to make room for brick structures.

The Colonist office, the Bank of 
Brltiah North America building and Bar- 
nard's express office, there was a high 
fence, and in the centre of the street and 
on the sidewalk were sover.al large oak 
treoa, tho stump of ono of which ia atill to 
bo aeon in front of the expreaa oflicc. Wo 
undoratood at the timo that Treweok'a 
building, which waa aold on Wednead.ay 
for §50, coat §0000 to build — carpentera 
being paid $7 60 a day and laborers $4. 
The smaller buildings in course of demol- 
ition on tho weat of Troweek's wore built 
about 1854, and wore moved to a lino 
with tho street in 1858.
